He sometimes comes 
over from Arlington to call on his} 
Comrades in the Civil War, and visit 
relatives and friends io this city. } 

Mr. Bertbrong has resided in Arling- 
ton many years, living now at 827 
Mass. avenue where he is now engaged 
in painting portraits of Taft and Sher 
man. He has been connected with the 
Boston Custom House since 1875, 
except for three years during the 
American occupation of Cuba, wheo 
he went to that island as an expert to 
introduce the American system of col- 
lecting customs at all the Cuban ports 
At the present time he is liquidating 
clerk at the Custom House. He has 
been a member of Francis Gould Post 
36,G. A. R., for many years and is 
talented asa musicirn and linguist as 
well as ap artist. 

In speaking of this work Mr. Ber- 
throng says—‘*I started in making 
campaigo banvers iu 1872. 1 was the 
first one to doit. I made an enormous 
one of nominee Graut and presented 
it to a dyed-in-the-wool Republican 
friend. It made a big hit with him, 
and he floated it trom a flagpole. It 
attracted a great deal of attention, and 
the newspapers all over the country 
commented upon it. From then on I} 
have done all the Republican work 
Some campaigns I did the work for 
both parties.

Statement of Lawton Like an Ac- 
cusation From the Grave. 
Among the many gallant American 
soldiers whose lives were sacrificed In 
the difficult task of suppressing the 
Filipino insurrection none was more 
beloved elther by his brother officers 
or the men in the ranks than General 
Henry W. Lawton. He realized the 
ideal American soldier as completely 
as any of his contemporaries, and his 
record in the war for the Union, in va- 
rious Indiav campaigns, in Cuba dur- 
ing the Spanish war and In trying 
work which called him to the Phillp 
pines constitutes a lustrous chapter in 
the annals of American valor. Ne 
braver officer ever wore his country’s 
uniform, No gentler, more considerate 
commander ever led his troops int 
battle. No more chivalric leader ever 
gave up his life in defense of his coun- 

try’s flag. 
General Lawton was killed in battle 
with Insurrectos In the {sland of Luzon 


in 1900 while fighting at the bead of 
his troops. A short time before the 


tragic close of his career he had writ- 
ten to a friend in the United States a 
letter, In which he said: 

“If | am shot by a Filipino bullet it 
might as well come from one of my 
own men, because | know from oo- 
servation, confirmed by captured pfris- 
oners, that the continuance of fighting 
is chiefly due to reports that are sent 
out from America.” 


The words of Lawton, fighting a 
treacherous foe in a tropical country, 
were meant a protest against the 


unpatriotic “anti-imperialist’ agitators 
here ip the United States, where ex 
pressions of sympathy for the insur 
rection gave constant ald end comfort 
to the enemy. Army ollicers of bigh 
character and rugged experience in 
the Philippines have frequently ex 


pressed the opinion that the insurree 
tion would not have lasted ninety days 
had it not been for the support, mora! 


and otherwise, which its leaders re- | 
celyed from their sympathizers in 
America. 


Chief among those sympathizers, the 
insistent aud most reckless of all, was 
William Jeunings Bryan, and against 
him the prophetic words of the lament 
ed Lawton stand like an aecusation 
from the grave For his unpatriotic 
course during the Filipino insurrection 
Mr. Bryan lacked even the shadow of 
an excuse. He had entered the «mill 
tary service during the Spanish war as 
a volunteer oflicer, and he knew that 
the war and the Insurrection In the Is 
Jands could be concluded only with the 
unqualified recognition of American 
authority wherever it was asserted 
But In spite of that he encouraged the 
Filipino to continue in armed resist- 
ance, and his reckless expressions un 
doubtedly helped to prolong a desper- 
faite and costly struggle which he knew 
fo his heart could never end except In 
the way it was ended Mr. Bryan's 
conduct throughout that confilet, which 
cost so much alike to the United States 
and to the deluded Filipinos them 
selves, amounted to moral treason, and 
it will never forgiven by the sur 
vivors of those gallant men from whom 
it exacted the last full measure of sac- 
rifice In devotion to duty.

Improvements and alterations in the 
system for supplying electric service to 


its customers in Winchester, Woburn 
and Stoneham which the Edison Elec 
tric Liluminating Company has been 


making this summer will be completed 
apd the new service put into operation 
sometime this month, This new work 
has cost the Edisou Company upwards 
of $76,000, ‘The resuit is a doubled 
Capacity for supplying electric service 
aud improved conditions which will 
prove absolutely satisfactory, A new 
main has been put in from the Willow 
Ave. Sub-Station of the Company 
through Highland Ave., Holland street, 
and Broadway, in Somerville, broadway, 
Warren, Chestont, Mystic, Canfbridge 
and Pond streets to the Woburn Station, 
This line will be connected through the 
Somerville Sub-Station directly to the 
high power lines running from the 
Company's big power station in South 
Boston, This means & constant, unvary- 
ing supply of power from one of the 
most perfectly developed and equipped 
electric light stations in the world, 
Changes have been made in the old 
Woburn Station, but the machinery that 
has boen in use there will not be dis- 
carded, ‘The steam will be cut off, but 
the stoam lant will be retained in 
position read for use On rare occasions, 
if one should ever come, when thore is 
an interruption in the big, now service. 
No changes will be made in the con- 
ditions of service for street lighting, nor 
for residence and other commercial 
lighting, nor in the power service; that 
is, what is knowo as the voltage or 
pressure will remain the same as it is 
how under normal conditions, It will be 
posaibie, however, for the Company to 
urnish electricity for motor power ser 
vice ip large quantities, the service 
being limited only by the time that 
tight be necessary to build more lines,

Neglect of the suffrage is an indirect 
blow at free government, or at best 
it evinces a very secant appreciation of 
the boon of one of the greatest privi 
leges accorded to mankind, If one will 
not Ly his vote aid the better forces of 
society his negative action helps the 
worse by just so much, At the pres 
ent juncture, If the voter be Inclined to 
sulk like Achilles in his tent as to na 
tional Issues, it is of supreme import 
ance that he should at least Interest 
himself in the things pertaining to the 
conduct of the state. This comes home 
to him every day In the roads over 
which he travels, In the education of 
his children, fn his industrial and com- 
mercial concerns and in his tax levy, 
as to which, ten to one, the man who 
neglects his suffrage complains the 
most 

Even if he be one of those mistaken 
persons who think that “politica” is 
only for “politicians,” he should take a 
second and better thought and realize 
that politics Is really the science and 
method of government; that the men 
who are to be voted for for state offices 
two weeks hence are the men who are 
to make and execute the laws which 
are to directly and intimately affect his 
labor, bis business, his home and his 
pocketbook, and that it behooves him 
to spend one hour or a fraction of one 
in saying by his vote what he desires 
the policy of the state shall be and 
Whom he prefers shall execute it. It fs 
up to him to wake up to the fact that 
his vote does not simply help to give 
politteal preferment to any man or set 
or men, but that {it records his will as 
to the conduct of the state’s affairs 
and is the only thing which gives bim 
the right of criticism if matters do not 
go to his liking thereafter.

Thread Used In Surgery. 

Are you aware that the modern sur 
feon employs in his work dozens of 
different kinds of thread for sewing 
up cuts and wounds? Among them 
are kangaroo tendons, horsehair, silk 
and very fine silver wire. Many of 
these threads are intended to hold for 
a certain number of days and then 
naturally break away. The short, 
tough tendons taken from the kanga 
roo, which are used for sewing severe 
wounds, will hold for about four 
weeks before they break away. Silk 
thread will remain much longer, some- 
times six months, while the fine silver 
wire is practically indestructible, 

With the entire outfit a surgeon ts 
able to select a thread that will last 
as long as the wound takes to heal 
will then disappear completely.

Representative Killam’s good work 
in the Massachusetts House this year 
warrants the conclusion that his 
majority next Tuesday will surpass 
that of last November by a bandeome 
margip, although he ran full up with 
the other candidates on the Republican 
ticket at that election. He is better 
known, and has added to his popularity 
since then.

Although there is not a particle of

Next Tuesday, November 3, will tell 
the story, and by midnight the country 
will know who is to be President of 
the United States for four years from 
March 4, 1909. That it will be 
William H. Taft hardly admits of a 
doubt. If the Republican campai,o 
managers have made vo miscalcula 
tion, a great victory for the Party next 
Tuesday is assured. Roosevelt, Taft, 
Hitchcock, and all the great leaders, 
feel certain of it; while Bryan and his 
following have but slight hopes of win- 
ning. The landslide predicted by

THE BOTTLE TREE. 


A Life Saver For Cattle During the 
Australian Droughts 

“It was like a real bottle, thirty feet 
high, covered with the bark of a box 
tree and with a gum tree growing out 
where the cork ought to be.” 

Such was the way in which an Eng- 
lishinan deseribed the first bottle tree 
which came under his notice, and truly 
one who not know the tree Its 
sudden apperrance in his pathway, 
often in the midst of dense scrub, must 
make a vivid impression 

The lower part of the trunk is thick 
and cylindrical, decreasing in size to 
ward the top, its shape being that of a 
gigantic ving bottle, from the neck of 


does 


Which spring the only branches and 
leaves that the tree possesses. In this 


respect It carries to an excess the pe 
cullarity of most Australian trees 
namely, thelr lack of branches for a 
considerable distance up the stem 

The bark is of grayish color and is 
very hard, says the Philadelphia In- 
quirer, but the wood inside Is soft and 


moist, The latter can be chewed in| 
the same way as sugar cane, but as It 
lacks Its sweet, pleasant taste it is 


rarely used in this way. This peculiar 
characteristic of the tree, however, 
makes it a valuable food for cattle 
Indeed, during the long droughts 
which occasionally visit Australia hun 
dreds of settlers have to thank the 
bottle tree for saving them from ruin. 
Sometimes for more than a year and 
in the Inland districts for still longer 
periods scarcely a drop of rain falls.

A SWEEPING REPUBLICAN 
VICTORY. 

William H. Taft was elected Presi- 
dent of the United States last Tuesday 
by an overwhelming majority. His 
electoral vote was 809 to Bryan's 174, 
a clear majority of 235. The Republi- 
cans woo all the doubtful states includ: 
ing New York, Ohio, Lodiana and 
Delaware, and the Easterv States voted 
solidly for Taft. Hughes was electod 
Governor of New York by 57,000 
plurality. Speaker Joe Cannon tri 
umphed over his Illinois enemies by « 

handsome margin. 

Massachusetts gave Taft 113,000 
majority, and Draper, for Governor, 
64,000 plurality, and even in Demo 
cratic Boston Bryan was only slightly 
ahead of Taft. It was a great turo 
over. 

Twenty-four States gave Republican 
majorities, while Bryan carried but 16 
It wae a landslide for Taft—a thunder 
ing big tidal wave for the Republican 
Party. The Republicans will have the 
National House of Congress by 65 
majority. 

Bryan felt sure that he had won up 
to 9 o'clock Tuesday evening, and at 
10 went to bed a badly beaten and 
unhappy mab. 

The reelection of Hughes fur Gover- 
vor of New York was a great moral, 
as well as political, victory tor the Re- 
publicans. 

Taft carried New York State by 
204,000 plurality. 

All of the New England States chose 
Taft electors by their usual majorities 

It was a magnificent triumph for the 
Republican Party, aud the Roosevelt 
policies. 

For Bryan it was ‘‘three misses and 
out’ forever. 


OITY ELECTION. 

Now that the National and State 
elections are over it is in order for our 
home politicians, especially those who 
are seoking office, to gird up their 
loins, don their armor, and pitch in. 

Who are to be the candidates for 
Mayor? It is not generally known 
whether Mayor Blodgett will take 
avother nomination, or not; very likely 
he does not himself know what he will 
do with an urgent invitation to make 
another ruo. 

It is reported that ex-Mayor Law- 
rence Reade will be io the fight, with a 
fair prospect of securing the Demo- 
cratic nomination for # second term 

James H. Connolly, it ix thought, 
will not be a candidate. 

Some of the Democrats are hoping 
that ex-Mayor Hugh Murray will con- 
sent to become the Moses to lead them 
out of the wilderness. 

Last week a delegation of Woburn 
clergymen, Rev.’s Nortou, Parker and 
Swenssen, waited on Mayor Blodgett 
aud urged him to accept another elec- 
tion.

THE HOLY NAME PARADE. 


The greatest parade of which Boston 
has ever before been the scene was that 
of the Holy Name Society last Sunday 
afternoon, it being the concluding 
feature, with Te Deum at the cathedral, 
of the five days centennial celebration 
of the founding of the Romano Catholic 
See of Boston. 

Not less than 40,000 old men, young 
men and boys made up the long line 
of marchers who kept step to the music 
of 72 bands, in view of nearly 275,000 
deeply interested spectators who lined 
the streets. 

The parade was reviewed by Cardi- 
nal Gibbons, Archbishop O'Connell 
and Mayor Hibbard as it passed, each 
one of whom pronounced it the grandest 
spectacle he ever saw anywhere. 

At 1 o'clock a special train, manned 
by those veteran railroaders Conductor 
Carton and Engineer Chase, took down 
to the city the St. Charles Society, 
about 300 in number, who were} 
assigoed to Division 11 in the parade 
They were highly complimented for 
their good looks and excellent deport- 
ment.

EDITOR OF THE WORURN JOURNAL: 

If you accept this communication apon | 
some facts in your city, when Woburn | 
waa only a plain town, please remember 
that those who are in years, are apt to 
be old fogy, and a tittle eritical upon |

Sixty years agwo Miss Susan Edgell had 
been for some time, one of the finest) 
and brightest ladies in her native town 
Tall in form, graceful io pose, cultivated 
in mind and beart—the heart being, in} 
the opinion of Walter Seott, T. Cariyle 
and Daniel Webster, the first and most | 
important part to be oducated, she was 
a “born teacher.”

We stood 
in the open floor, with the front end of 
our feet on a line, We “went through 
the Book” or the last half of it, in our 
Summer term. Upon some of the diffi- 
cult sums she assisted us, when we 
needed it. The writer was then nine 
yeara of age, and the Class was not tar 
from that point of life, and not a breath 
of boasting do I wish to discover for 
myself, but [ am proud to say that 
Miss idgell was skillful in directing us 
to master mathematics, which in modern 
days, are not given to children of nine

years. One of the last problems in 
“Oolburn’s” waa this: “Good morning, 
Capt. Wade, with your hundred sheep. 
I haven't a hundred: but if 1 had twice 
as mnany as I now have, and haif as 
many more, and two sheep and a half,

In the winter of 1851-2 the writer 

taught schoo! in the towa of Sudbury, 
Mass. In another school in said town, 
that Winter, Dr. J. F. Clarke, then in 
the Junior Class in Amberst College, 
who for fifty years, has been a faithful 
and successful missionary in Bulgaria, 
taught Colburn’s Arithmetic. He volun 
teered the fact to me, that he was 
obliged to study closely for his classes, 
some of the problems, in the beginning 
of the last third of the book, My 
memory of the framework of these 
questions was somewhat like the follow- 
ing: “Nine twelfths of 72, are how 
many fifths of forty?’ Perhaps they 
were much more intricate, But what- 
ever they were in difficulty, Miss Susan 
Edgell in Woburn could teach cbildren 
nine years of age to solve sums which 
puzzled a Thi Beta Kappa student 20 
years old, in the Junior Class of Am- 
herst College. This is bigh distinction 
and praise of a lady teacher of the un- 
systematized and “crude methods” ot the 
yaa, 
: In the summer of 1843 Miss Edgell 
taught a “pay” school for girls in the 
Centre of Woburn over the dry goods 
store of William Munroe, nearly opposite 
Lyceum Hall. The teacher received only 
two or three boys, the janitor of her 
rooms and two or three more, Lincoln 
Otis and a brother, I think. The names 
of some ot the pupils were: Esther New- 
comb, Caroline Pierce, Hannah and 
Eliza Plimpton, sisters, Josephine Sweet- 
zer, Louisa Fenno, Martha Choate, Mary 
and Elizabeth Russell and others, 


I wish, in my old age, L could give 
something of the charm, aud spirit and 
influence of that school, as an instru 
ment of valuable training and iospira- 
tion, Miss Edgell was a glory in bersell 
—stately, womanly, her very personality 
a power and a fascination, I loved 
as the fine unconsciousness of moral and 
mental education and retinement, with 
a beautiful womanly impressiveness, and 
cordial countenance, after laying off her 
cape and bonnet in the anteroom, she 
would enter the schoolroom, proper, 
every pupil rising to do her, and them- 
selves, honor in the act. Respect for 
learning, personal excellence, and the 
matchless qualities of womauhood, allow 
me to say, with po better criticism upon 
free governmect and inatitutions, is not 
too common in Our great and powerful 
civilization. And now with an allusion 
to a few side facts, | must close this 
letter here, hoping soon to resume the 
story of my school opportunities, under 
Miss Edgell’'s admirable tuition. Mr. 
Monroe, to whom allusion is made 
above, told me in Southbridge, 20 years 
after I sat in school over his store, that 
he was uccustomed in Woburn to sleep 
in @ rear room of his place of business. 
He related that on one wakeful night 
he clearly, surely and distinctly heard 
his name, “William Monroe,” spoken. 
He was certain of the actual hearing of 
the words, when he knew of no 
or person, near him. He said that he 
never could explain, or account for it, 
He did not think it was any familiar 
apd jocose intimate, who wished to 
mystify and startle him with a voice he 
would find it hard to make plain. One 
thing more: When I met Mr. Monroe 
in Southbridge in 1863, he was an in 
fluential member of my congregation in 
one of the most interesting parishes 1 
have served. But, sad, to relate, Mr. 
Mouroe, in a beautiful home, with wife 
aod several children, was suffering with 
some occult and fatal disease of the 
spine. He lingered after my coming to 
his town some months, hopeful, patient, 
trustful, surrounded with business and 
neighborly friends, who held him in 
high esteem. He died in Feb, 1864. His 
sister's husband was Mr. Frank Johnson 
of Winchester, tong in business with bis 
uncle, Dea, Nathan Jobnoson. 


Ove thing more; The writer had the 
happiness some three years since to call 
upon Miss Edgell, who was then 
than fourscore and ten years of age. 
She spoke with interest of a call from 
one of her girls of 1843, made a little 
time previous. The caller remarked: 
“You don't know me.” The clear 
eyed and inspiring and aged teacher, 


inspected a little more closely the former lat 


pupil, and with the very same peculiar 
turn of countenance and head, which 
she had in her early life, she certainly 
and pleasedly ejaculated—"MARTHA

Mrs. Angeletta Wilson Bichardson, wife 
of Rey. M. L. Richardson of Montague, 
Maas,, died in Moutague, Oct. 4. It was 
the end of a life of more than forty 
years of great usefulness in the world 
and the church. She was a woman of 
superior personality, of rare physical 
beauty and dignity, with a queenly de 
portment which commanded the respect 
and won the admiration of all 
knew her. In early life, she was a 
teacher of tact and success. For several 
years she was Preceptress of the Academy 
in her native town, Litchfield, Maine. 
She was a “born teacher,” and to the 
presept time at the reunions of its 
students of fifty years ago, she is proudly 
remembered as “Queen Angeletta.””

Customs That Were In Vogue Among 
the Romans of Old — Ceremonies 
That Are Observed In India and 
China—Rites of the Siamese Farmers. 


The formal inauguration of the plow- 
Ing season is very ancient and still is 
observed in some parts of the world 

Among the Romans by the institution 
of various religious festivals connect 
ed with agriculture the sensons

The time to plow for flax, 
barley and the sacred poppy was when 
“balance has equalized the hours of 
day and sleep and halves the world 
exactly between light and shade. When

In India there are certain days when 
!t Is unlawful to plow. Mother Barth 
is supposed to sleep six days in every 
month, and on such days she refuses 
to be disturbed in her slumber, 

In northwest India the cultivator 
employs a pundit to select an auspl- 
eclous time for the commencement of 
plowing. Great secrecy Is observed, In 
some places the time selected is in the 
bight; in others daybreak Is the cus 
tomary time 

The pundit goes to a field, taking a 
brass drinking vessel and a branch of 
the sacred mango tree, which ts effica- 
clous in frightening away evil spirits 
that may haunt the fleld. Prithivi, the 
brond world, and Sesha Naga, the 
rreat shakes which support the world, 
fre supposed to be propitinted and 
reconciled by this ceremony. The pun 
dit satisties himself as to the direction 
{n which the great snake Is lying, for 
It occasionally moves about a little to 
ease Itself of the great burden of the 
broad world which it carries. The 
pundit then marks off an imaginary 
line. ive (a lueky number) clods of 
earth are thrown up, and water ts 
sprinkled In the trench five times with 
the sacred mango bush to insure pro- 
ductiveness. Caution must be exercised 
lest the charm be broken aud prospec- 
tive fortune timperiled. The farmer 
must remain secluded during the fol- 
lowing day; no salt must be eaten, no 
money, grain or fire given away 

Among the Karnas before plowing 
the farmer makes a burnt offering of 
butter and in his own field 
and again at the village shrine. 

The Chinese begin plowing on the 
first day of their solar year. Anciently 
the rites which were celebrated by the 
Chinese at plowing time we 
rate, but rationalistic sovereigns elim- 
{nated one expensive religious rite aft 
er another until nothing was left ex 
cept the imperial act of homage to 
heaven and earth and agriculture in 
the ceremonial plowing. 

The Siamese observe 
Raakua about the 
which preliminary to the 
season, and {ft Is not proper 
one plow until the 
over, The court astrologers determine 
the time for it. On the day fixed by 
them the minister of agriculture, who 
{is always a nobleman of 
high rank, goes with a procession to a 
plece of ground some distance frorm 
the capital. Where the festivities are 
to take place a new plow, to which a 
palr of buffaloes are yoked, Is In read 
ness, decorated with flowers and leaves 

The minister the plow over 
the fleid, closely watehed by the spee- 
tators, who are especially Interested 
In the length and folds of the silk of 
his lower garments, because the pros 
perity of the season and its character- 
Istics, wet or dry, are to be predicted 
from these as he follows the ploe. If 
the robe rises from his knee there wili 
be disnstrous rains. If tt falls below 
his ankles there will be a drought. If 
the folds reach midway between knee 
and ankle wili be prosper- 
ous,

It is of vastly more importance that 
Woburn should vote next month to con 
tinue in the Nolicense colamn than 
that any particular person should be 
elected Mayor of the city. True, some 
men in the office of Mayor would be

A good name is one 
of the best assets a man, or a muni- 
cipality, can have; and if Woburn will 
adopt Nolicense asa permanent policy, 
it will gain such a name, and then it 
will grow and prosper. It is strange 
that real estate owners, householders, 
and large taxpayers in this city seem 
to be stoneblind to the value of a good 
name. But there are such men among 
us, and they are largely responsible for 
the unenviable reputation which the 
city bears outside of its boundaries.

The Way a Criminal Fooled a Paris 
Police Chief. 

Th of M. Claude, 
ehief of police during the reign of Na 
poleon TTL, there is much that Is fas 
cinating to lovers of detective stories 
One of M. Clinde’s experiences was 
that in which he was outwitted by a 
clever crimbial who saw in the police 
chiels resembintice to Bernnger when 
the poet was at the height of his pop 
ularity a means of escape from cap 
ture, The criminal had returned to 
Paris and was living as a rich student 
in the Latin quarter, then in the height 
of its bohemian splendor.

“T was almost near cnough to cap- 
ture bim when T saw him bend to the 
ear of one of his companions, Lnstant- 
ly all the girls surrounded me and 
stood in a feverish, excited, ardent 
phalanx before me. They formed an 
impenetrable barrier, behind which my 
rascal escaped, while the women press- 
ed eagerly upon me, crying out:

It Was Not Invented by the Man 
Whose Name It Bears. 

In a book published by Hector 
Fleischman in Germany the story of 
the origin of the instrument of execu- 
tion which was named for Dr. Guillo- 
tin in the days of the reign of terror 
is flatly denied, ‘There is no truth 
in the story, so long believed,” he says, 
“that the genial old physician invented 
the machine which was named for him 
and by means of which he is said to 
have lost his life shortly after its adop: 
tion, Guillotin, in keeping with the 
spirit of his time, proposed on Oct, 
10, 1789, that all offenders, regardless 
of their birth or station, should be dealt 
with alike by the law, and six months 
later he proposed to the government 
that convicted murderers should be 
beheaded by means of a simple appara: 
tus. The mechanism of which he and 
ho one else had any idea at that time 
was spoken of as the ‘simple appara 
tus’ by the humorists of the day, and 
the phrase was used to make its pro- 
poser ridiculous, so that when a ma- 
chine finally was adopted the wits of 
the time named it guillotine, The gov- 
ernment, evidently recognizing the val 
ue of the suggestion, asked one An- 
toine Louis, a surgeon at the Salpe- 
triere, to devise a machine and later 
gave a similar order to a carpenter by 
the name of Guidon, who offered to 
construct an Instrument for decapita- 
tion for 5,666 livres. This was consid- 
ered too high a price, and the contract 
was given to a German cabinetmaker 
by the name of Tobias Schinidt, who 
received 824 livres for the accepted 
model in 1792. Schmidt made guillo 
tines for all the provinces, and the in- 
dustry brought him a moderate for- 
tune, which he proceeded to squander 
in Paris, while Dr. Guillotin, who nev- 
er had anything to do with the making 
of a machine which bore bis name, 
continued to practice his profession 
quietly and unostentatiously in) Paris 
until he died there on March 26, 1814."

The Facts About the Little Hero of 
Mrs. Hemans’ Famous Poem, His 
Father and the Tragedy of the 
Doomed French Flagship, the Orient. 


That was a lucky child who in the 
latter part of the last century escaped 
the ordeal of standing up before a cir- 
cle of relatives and friends— outwardly 


enthusiastic and admiring, inwardly 
often greatly bored—to repeat those 
well known if somewhat inaccurate 


lines that tell us how “the boy stood 
on the burning deck.” Whether, nine 
times out of ten, the infant reciter or, 
for that matter, any of the members 
of the applauding family ecirele could 
have given the date and place of the 
occurrence may be doubtful. The forty 
lines of Mrs, Hemans gave them all 
the history that they craved, and when 
the parrot-like performance closed with 
“faithful heart’ a sentimental maiden 
aunt would sigh, a liberal uncle be 
stow largesse to the extent of half a 
crown, and that was all, 

It was iu 1798 that young Casabl- 
anca, the ten-year-old son of the com- 
modore of the French flagship Orient, 
stood amid the awful devastation of 
the battle of the Nile, Bonaparte had 
himself sailed In the Hill fated Orient 
from Toulon in the previous May, tak- 
ing with him a good stock of bur- 
gundy aud also that famous “camp I- 
brary” of cabinet editlons, Including 
forty volumes of Hnglish novels, In 
which the Bible and the Koran were 
classed under the head of “politics.” 
More timportant still for those who love 


then private secretary, Louls Antoine 
Fauvelet de Bourrlenne, from whose 
always entertaining if not Invariably 
aecurate pen we have a capital ac- 
count of the voyage to Egypt. 

Much of the time was passed by Na 
poleon lying In his berth while Bour

the rescuers even more liberally than 
usual, pointing out that their exertion 
had been for what they believed a hu 
man life, 

The fleet arrived off the coast of Af- 
rica on July 1, and here Lourrienne 
and his “Memoirs” leave the squadron 
to accompany the army and his chief 
on land. Brueys, the French admiral, 


had during the voyage expressed fore- 
bodings as to the result of an encoun- 
ter with the British fleet. Nelson, 


who sailed from Syracuse on July 
was contident, but well knew the price 
he might be called upon to pay. When 


Captain Berry said, “If we succeed, 
what will the world say?" Nelson re 
plied: “There is no if in the case, ‘That 
we shall succeed is certain, Who may 
live to tell the story Is a very differ 
ent question.” For himself he made 
that famous anticipation, “A peerage 


or Westminster abbey,” 
The battle began at 6:30 o'clock, half 


an hour before nightfall. Nelson, on

“Wo One on the Line” 


It has been pvinted out that there are three parties to 
telephone conversation, namely, the person calling, the 
operator, and, lust but not least, the person called. 

The operator has no authority to compel an answer to 
her summons. She simply forwards to your telephone a 
mechanical signal. Interpreted, this means ‘Some one 
desires to spenk to you.” It remains fer you, the person 
called, to recognize this request. 

There are two strong reasons why you should answer 
promptly, and both vitally concern you; 


1. If you are slow in answering, the 
caller may hang up the telephone and assume 
that you are not accessible. Later, if you 
answer at your leisure, the operator can 
vouchsa e no information save that ‘‘there is 
no one on the line.” Who called you? The 
operator probably does not know.

With three candidates for Mayor iv 


the field the election next Tuesday 
bids tairto be a lively one, and the 
vote will, doubtless, be large. For the 


other posts of honor and profit it does 
not now look as though there are to be 
any very sharp contests—neither the 
Alderman-at-Large, nor School Board, 
will furnieh materials for much of a 
fight. 

It looks as though the Democracy

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TIME IN TURMEY. 


The Hours Are Alwaye Changing and 
Holidays Are Numerous. 

In addition to laziness in Turkey 
there is inaccuracy, The Turkish of- 
ficial is naturally Inaccurate, and habit 
and conceit make him more so. This 
perhaps is due to the way In which 
Turkey measures thne, Twelve o'clock 
fi the day cqgresponds with sunset 
that is to say, whatever hour the sun 
sets, it must always be 12, Conse- 
quently the hours change always, get 
ting later the first half of the year and 
eariier In the last, which compels ey- 
erybody to put his watch to dally tor- 
ture, So no one in Turkey can flatter 
himself that he bas the exact time, 
The most strict of Knglishmen soon 
loses his national punctuality, 80 when 
two Turks make an appointment it ts 
Within the limit of balf an hour or an 
hour, and even then they don't gen- 
erally arrive till after the time agreed 
on, each one calculating on the utmost 
possible delay on the part of the other. 

Consequently the state employees are 
hot bound down by very severe dls- 
cipline, No one expects them to arrive 
at thelr office at any particular time, 
especiilly as the majority of them go 
hardly at all, As for the most indus 
trious, they appear for two or three 
hours {n the afternoon only, and rather 
late, In the morning state offices are 
usually closed, Besides this workdays 
fre rather scarce for the race of offi- 
clals, Iriday is the Sabbath of the 
Mohatmmedans. Saturday is the day 
after a feast day, and one does not do 
much then, Sunday the Greeks and 
Armenians remain, like good Chris- 
tlans, at home, and the Mohammedans 
generally imitate s0 good an example, 
Monday {s again the morrow of a feast 
day, Wednesday there is a meeting of 
the council of ministers, and few em- 
ployees go then to the ministry, With 
religious festivals added In, it is easy to

It has been pointed out that there are three parties to 
a telephone conversation, namely, the person calling, the 
operator, and, last but not least, the person called. 

The operator bas no authority to compel an answer to 
her summons. She simply forwards to your telephone a 
mechanical signal. Interpreted, this means ‘Some one 
desires to speak to you.” It remains fer you, the person 
called, to recognize this request. 

There are two strong reasons why vou should answer 
promptly, and both vitally concern you: 


1. If you are slow in answering, the 
caller may hang up the telephone and assume 
that you are accessible, Later, if you 
answer at your leisure, the operator can 
vouchsa e no information save that ‘there is 
no one on the line.” Who called you? The 
operator probably not know. Any 
operator in your exchange may have called 
you, rather than the operator specially 
assigned to answer your calls.

Col. W. T. Grammer was one of Wo 
burn’s oldest and most widely koown 
citizens, No man was held in higher

“No One on the Line” 


It has been pointed out that there are three parties to 
a telephone conversation, namely, the person calling, the 
operator, and, last but not least, the person called. 

The operator has no authority to compelan answer to 
her summons. She simply forwards to your telephone a 
mechanical signal. Interpreted, this means ‘*Some one 
desires to speak to you.” Tt remains fer you, the person 
called, to recognize this request. 

There are two strong reasons why you should answer 
promptly, und both vitally concern you: 


1. If you are slow in answering, the 
caller may hang up the telephone and assume 
that you are not accessible. Later, if you 
answer ut) your leisure, the operator can 
vouchsa e no information save that ‘‘there is 
no one on the line.” Who called you? The 
operator probably does not know. Any 
operator in your exchange may have called 
you, rather than the operator specially 
assigned to answer your calls. 

2. From the moment the operator 
calling you “plugs in” on your line until she 
ceases her effort to attract: your attention, 
your line is **busy” to all other callers.
